WEDNESDAY, 28TH 

THROUGH CARS TO REDONDO 

All Stores Will Close That Day and 
Event Promises to Be the Best 
Ever Held. 

Wednesday, June 28, is the day chos¬ 
en for the third annual picnic of the 
Sierra Madre Board of Trade. Redon¬ 
do Beach is the place. 

All Indications point to the most en¬ 
joyable and popular picnic ever held 
by the Board. Redondo Beach was 
chosen after considering the advan¬ 
tages offered by a number of beach 
towns and Inquiring the preference of 
a large number of local people. It was 
the unanimous decision of the com¬ 
mittee that Redondo offered better in¬ 


ducements than any other point. 

Through car service from Sierra 
Madre to Redondo and a round trip 
rate of 80 cents for adults and 40 cents 
for children has been arranged by the 
committee in charge after conferences 
with the Pacittc Electric. There is one 
condition attached to the through ser¬ 
vice, however. The condition is that 
150 adult tickets, or their equivolent 
must be sold so that a three-car train 
can be made up. Otherwise it will be 
ftcessary to change car.s in Los Ang¬ 
eles as was done last year. 

There will be no difficulty about sell¬ 
ing the reciuired number .of tickets pro¬ 
vided a few volunteers can be secured 
to sell tickets in advance. The mem¬ 
bers (tf the entertainment committee 
will <lo their part but they cannot be 
expected to canvass the town with the 
tickets as well as arrange all the de¬ 
tails of the day’s program. Tickets 
will be placed on sale tomorrow at the 
various stores about town and it is 
extremely important that all who con¬ 
template going purchase their tickets 
in advance to assure a through trip 
without change. 

At Redondo the Imth house manage¬ 
ment will make a .special rate of 15 
cents to members of the picnic party 
• who wish to enjoy the plunge or surf 
bathing. Suitable picnic grounds will 
be provided, with facilities for making 
coffee. In addition the free use of the 
fine Redondo ball grounds is offered, 
together with suitable arrangements 
for a program of sports. 

The sports program will be a depart¬ 
ure from the plan of previous picnics 
and will add interest to the day. Nov¬ 
elty races of various kinds will be ar- 
rangeil by a committee consisting of 
Earl Mollenkopf, Billie Gottlieb and 
M. D. Welsher, and prizes will be of¬ 
fered for the various events. There will 
also be a ball game between the mar¬ 
ried and single men. The human rou¬ 
lette and the horizontal greased pole 
over the waer will also furnish abun¬ 
dant amusement. It will be the aim 
of the committee to have something 
doing every minute of the day, so no 
one need have reason to complain of 
having a dull tim^. 

Little Inducement to remain in Sierra 
Madre will be offered for the day of 
the picnic. Practically every merchant 
In town has agreed to close his store 


that day. Mayor Jones has proclaimed 
the day a municipal holiday so that 
the city hall can be closed and due im¬ 
portance given the occasion. 

Plans for the picnic are in the hands 
of the Board of Trade entertainment 
committee, consisting of George B. 
Morgridge, chairman, Philip C. Carter, 
J. A. Patterson and R. R. Grant. Any 
further information can be secured 
from them.

The Board of School Trustees has 
engaged the following teachers for the 
coming year: Prof. Ralph W. Maltbie, 
principal; Miss Ada Alintener, fifth and 
sixth grades; Miss Clara Zager, third 
and fourth grades; Miss Florence Fors- 
berg, first and second grades. In se¬ 
lecting the above faculty, the board 
has had in mind an ideal for our 
schools and considerable time as well 
as serious thought and effort have 
been taken in selecting teachers in 
order that this ideal may be realized. 

Prof. Maltbie is a gentleman of cul¬ 
ture who has had considerable exper¬ 
ience in the schools of Illinois and in 
this state. He brings high recommen¬ 
dations from several sources. He is 
devoted to his profession and sees 
clearly that Sierra Madre is a unique 
field in which to build up a fine school. 
He is a man of family and will iden¬ 
tify him.self with the interests of the 
community; we hope his success will 
be so marked in the conduct of the 
schools that he will be with us indefin¬ 
itely. It has been thought best to give 
him a faculty of young, thoroughly 
trained and enthusiastic assistants w'ho 
will work in harmony with him in his 
efforts to improve the schools. Miss 
Mintener has taught several years in 
the schools of Washington and Ore¬ 
gon with fine success; but to prepare 
herself still more fully for her work, 
she is just finishing a course in the 
State Normal School of oLs Angeles. 

1 Miss Zager is a graduate of the 

State Normal School of Iowa, has had 

experience as a teacher in the schools 
' of that state and is now doing special 
I work in the Normal School at Los 

I Angeles from which she also will grad- 
1 uate this month. Miss Forsberg is an 
enthusiastic Primary teacher, specially 
' prepared for the most important work 
of the school, namely that in the first 
and second grades; she also is a mem¬ 
ber of the present graduating class of 
the Normal school. All of these teach¬ 
ers have been selected after several 
conferences with them, from a dozen 
or more who stand the highest in the 
work of teaching, in a class of nearly 
three hundred.

Have you had that annual bath? The 
Board of Trade picnic at Redondo 
Beach will afford a fine opportunity. 

Have you noticed the amount of 
building' going on this season? If you 
think Sierra Madre is not growing just 
take a walk about town and keep your 
eyes open. The excellent character of 
the buildings being erected is the most 
encouraging Indication in sight. 

Just a great big family celebbation 
is what the Board of Trade’s annual 
picnic ought to be. Do your part by 
joining the crowd on the 28th, and buy 
your tickets early. 

Isn’t it strange that people who com¬ 
plain loudly of a nuisance often fall 
to take notice and give proper credit 
when the nuisance is abated. This is 
especially true in the case of the work 
of unpaid public officials. They are 
criticised often enough for everything 
that goes wrong, yet it is taken as a 
matter of course not worthy of com¬ 
ment when they really accomplish 
something worth while. A few appre¬ 
ciative expressions would help wonder¬ 
fully in making their duties less bur¬ 
densome and would inevitably result 
in more effective service alt around. 
Here is a concrete instance. A few 
weeks ago a good many people were 
noticing the ragged, unkempt condition 
of the parkings and of the gutters on 
those streets where the cobblestones 
permitted grass to grow between. May¬ 
be these same people have not noticed 
that the trustees put Japs to work 
removing the dead grass and weeds so 
that most of the streets about town are 
now greatly improved in appearance. 
But how many of the people who were 
critical in the first instance have had 
a word of commendation for the im¬ 
provement? It is a safe bet that in 
most instances the city officials have 
to be satisfied with a telepathic mes¬ 
sage to the effect that it was what 
they were elected for and they really 
ought to have done it sooner. 

As is always the case when a law 
is passed which interferes with the 
pleasure of some individuals there is 
now talk about the Fourth of July “lid” 
interfering with personal rights and 
liberties. Personal liberty is all right 
so long as it does not Interfere with 
the rights of others, and that is ex¬ 
actly where the ordinary Fourth of 
July celebration is likely to become a 
nuisance. The rights of one person 
are as sacred as those of another, with 
the weak who cannot help themselves 
being entitled even to a little extra 
protection. Why, then, complain about 
a law which merely means relinquish¬ 
ing one sort of short-lived pleasure 


! when it means so much to the sick and 
helpless to be relieved from a day of 
nerve-racking annoyance? 

Some people have acquired an erron¬ 
eous impression that city records are 
not accessible to any but city officials. 
And for some reason a few people have 
done what they could to foster the im¬ 
pression among others. The writer has 
had a fairly good chance to observe 
city hall customs and has nev'er had 
the least difficulty in finding out any¬ 
thing he sought to know about the 
city’s records. Obviously it would be 
disastrous to have all comers pawing 
over the books and maps, but it is pret¬ 
ty certain that a properly directed, po¬ 
lite request for information will be giv¬ 
en all due attention.

from flies and vagrant mosquitoes.

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SCIENTIFIC RATE MAKING 

Los Angeles Express—The local situ- 
ation with respect to telephone rates 
admirably Illustrated the great value, 
and the great need, of scientific rate 
making in fixing the charges public 
utility corporations shall be permitted 
to make. It constitutes an object les¬ 
son that will instruct Los Angeles 
through all its future and that will 
richly repay study by other municipal¬ 
ities. So far as this city is concerned, 
the lesson taught is so conclusive that 
Los Angeles is not likely ever again 
to attempt to fix rates by guessing at 
the cost of plant and cost of service. 
It will deal with such questions scien¬ 
tifically—after this. 

When the board of public utilities 
undertook to determine what was a 
fair rate for the telephone companies 
of Los Angeles to charge their pat¬ 
rons, fair alike to the public and to 
the companies, it did not go at it in a 
haphazard fashion, or consult a Book 
of Dreams, or a fortune teller. Neith¬ 
er did it pursue the policy demagogues 
urged of fixing rates that would com¬ 
pel public service companies to con¬ 
duct business at a loss. It adopted the 
scientific plan of determining the phy¬ 
sical valuation of the telephone prop¬ 
erties and ascertaining the legitimate 
cost of operation. To that end it em¬ 
ployed experts—men who know how to 
do the work and fit to be trusted to 
do it honestly and accurately. 

The board of public utilities found 
that it would cost $4,492, 128 to repro¬ 
duce the telephone properties. It de¬ 
termined, not by guess work, but by 
examination and Investigation, just what 
the costs were that fairly could be 
charged to operating costs and mainte¬ 
nance. Then, being in possession of 
all the facts, all of them necessary to 
intelligent action, the public utility 
board fixed a rate that would return 7 
per cent on the investment. 

The council was dissatisfied with 
the result. There was considerable

unthinking public clamor against the 
proposed rates, because they inv'olved 
an increase. There was a feeling in 
the council that the new rates could 
not be justified, but that feeling w^as 
not based on knowledge. It was an 
impression, a sentiment, that was per¬ 
haps the natuml outgrowth of long ex¬ 
asperation occasioned by the methods 
of most public service corporations. 
Without any exact basis or foundation 
for its action, the council rejected the 
recommendation of the board of public 
utilities and established lower rates, 
that it guessed would be right. 

Litigation was begun by the Sunset 
Telephone Company, upon the ground 
that the Council’s rates were confisca¬ 
tory. The city was in a quandary. The 
only expert evidence available to its 
use—that of the board’s expert—sus¬ 
tained the company’s contention. 
Thereupon, the council employed an 
expert of its own, in the hope that he 
w’ould submit a different report. The 
report is now at hand. It is different— 
by just one-half of one per cent. The 
board’s expert fixed the phj'sical valu¬ 
ation at $4,492,128; the council’s ex¬ 
pert at $4,512,092. The board’s scien¬ 
tifically fixed rates would give the 
companies a just return on their in¬ 
vestment. The city attorney reports 
to the council that its rates would yield 
but a fraction of 1 per cent. 

That story needs no moral.
